So far, Britain has refused to accept that the migrants 
are refugees, claiming that the vast majority are simply 
economic migrants paying organised crime gangs to get 
them to Europe. However, some members of the 
European Commission have declared that none of the 
migrants should be forcibly returned to their point of 
departure, thus creating no deterrent to the migrants. 
Over 1000 migrants have died at sea during the illegal 
crossings and many of the bodies have been washed up 
on the shores of Malta. This prompted the Maltese 
Prime Minister to propose that naval ships from EU 
countries should blockade Libyan ports, whilst Special 
Forces soldiers invade Libya and attack the people- 
traffickers and destroy their boats. Typically, there was 
no mention of how many Maltese ships and soldiers 
would be committed to this operation! A leaked EU 
document has revealed that some members have taken 
the Maltese proposal seriously, and draft plans have 
been drawn up for an air and naval blitz on the people- 
traffickers assets such as boats and fuel dumps, with 
Special Forces entering Libya to physically engage with 
the armed traffickers. 

Although no nations have been specifically mentioned, 
Britain and France have been asked to evaluate the 
potential for ground troops to be used. In reality, an 
attack on the traffickers seems to be the only way of 
stopping the flow of migrants but, Britain should only 
take an equal part with forces from the other 27 
countries that make up the EU, or alternately, leave 
the attacks to the armed forces of Greece, Italy and 
Malta, who are already in the frontline of the problem. 


take part in the plan. 

In a new development, up to 6000 migrants from 
Afghanistan and Syria have landed on the Greek 
holiday island of Kos. They have made the two-mile sea 
crossing from Turkey, sometimes escorted by Turkish 
coastguards. Whether the EU will suggest a naval 
blockade of Turkey remains to be seen, especially as 
Turkey is a candidate for future EU membership! 

In a separate plan, the EU Commission, backed by the 
United Nations, are looking to relocate over 20,000 
would be migrants who are still outside Europe but are 
being classed by the UN as “vulnerable”. They say it 
will be a “one-off resettlement plan”. With typical 
arrogance, the EU has decided that Britain will take 
2,300 migrants, under the guise of “asylum seekers”. 
France and Germany say they have “concerns” over the 
plan, and the Hungarian government have described 
the plan as “bordering on insanity”. 

As economic migrants from all parts of Africa make 
their way to Libya and a trafficker’s boat to Europe, it 
has been estimated that, unless stopped, over a half a 
million migrants will arrive in Europe by the end of the 
year!

UKIP Calls for Change in 
British Voting System 

UKIP have called for future General Elections to be conducted under the “Proportional 
Representation System” as used in the European elections, rather than the “First past the Post” 
system used in General and Local Council elections. 


Of course UKIP have a vested interest in proposing a 
change. Having just polled almost 4 million votes in 
this General Election, the party achieved just one 
parliamentary seat, whereas under a PR system their 
13% share of the vote would have given them eighty 
or so seats in parliament! 

The PR system is fairer to the smaller parties. It 
certainly benefited the BNP in 2009 when they won 
two seats in the European Parliament with just 6.3% 
of the overall vote. At the same election UKIP won 13 
seats with 16.5% and in 2014 increased their seats to 
24 seats with an increased vote of 26% 

In a surprise development, the highly respected, 
Electoral Reform Society, backed UKIP’s call for 
changes in the voting system claiming the recent 
General Election was “the most disproportionate ever 
held”. The Chief Executive of the ERS described the 
current system as being “archaic and divisive, that 
leaves millions of voters disenfranchised. The Green 
Party and UKIP both won over 4 million votes, but 
got just two seats between them. This is simply 
unsustainable ... things must change”. 

Lib-Dems: The “Junkies” Friend 

The Liberal-Democrats, fresh from a disastrous 
general election, are now planning proposals that 
would decriminalise the use and possession of drugs 
such as Heroin and Cocaine. The proposals are part of 
a plan to table more than ten amendments to the 
governments, Psychoactive Substances Bill, which is 
due to be debated in the House of Lords. The Bill 
would introduce a blanket ban on the possession and 
sale of “legal highs” which have already caused 
several deaths amongst young people. 

The Lib-Dems amendments include proposals that 
would mean nobody would be arrested or prosecuted 
for possession of drugs, including legal highs and 
Class A drugs such as Heroin and crack-Cocaine. 
Instead, junkies would be offered drug rehabilitation 
courses. 

It has been suggested that the Lib-Dems next move 
would be for their MPs and Councillors to hold their 
surgeries in “Crack-Houses”.

Nationalist Vote Collapses at 
General Election 


British nationalism hit an all time low as the results of a series of splits took its toll at the 
ballot box. The British National Party could only manage to field eight candidates, a 
massive drop on the 2010 election, while the National Front could only field seven 
candidates. The English Democrats, blessedly unaffected by factional infighting managed 
over thirty candidates. Consequently, they were the only nationalist party to poll over 1 % in 
a few seats.

The English Democrats contested 34 seats but could 
only manage to poll more than 1% in 
four seats. 

In Barnsley Central and Barnsley 
East, the party polled 1.3% and 
1.1% respectively. In Doncaster 
North they polled 1.1%, but this 
was down 4% on the 2010 election. 

In Penistone & Stocksbridge the party 
also polled 1.1%. In every other seat contested, the 
party polled less than 1%. 


British National Party 


The British National Party knew that they would 
struggle to maintain past support, following the recent 
change of leader, from the well known Nick Griffin to 
the relatively unknown Adam Walker. The massive 
upsurge of UKIP obviously 
drained support from the 
party. 

In none of the eight seats 
contested did the BNP 
manage to poll more than 0.9%. 

In many seats large losses occurred. In Dagenham & 
Rainham, where the party once had 13 councillors 
elected, Tess Culnane could only manage to poll 0.4%, 
down a massive 10.8% on the 2010 election. 

In Rotherham, scene of the massive grooming scandals 
by Asian gangs, the new BNP Chairman, Adam 
Walker, could only manage to poll 0.6%, down 9.8%. 
Over the eight seats contested the party vote was down 
by a total of 45.2%. 







Factional in fighting and splits meant that until just a 
few weeks before the election no party was registered 
with the Electoral Commission under the name of the 
National Front. Then in March, 
the Hull based faction led by 
Kevin Bryan was endorsed by 
the Commission. So given these 
difficulties, the party did 
amazingly well to raise the 
funding and get candidates to contest seven seats. 

But unfortunately, the NF suffered the same fate as the 
rest of the British nationalist parties. 

Chairman Kevin Bryan won just 1% of the vote in 
Rochdale, down 3.9% from the 2010 election. 

The party contested two seats in Scotland, polling just 
0.4% in Aberdeen North and 0.2% in Lithingow. This 
must be taken in context that the party had never stood 
in these seats before and of course the phenomenal 
results achieved by the left-wing Scottish National 
Party. 


British nationalists must now go back to the drawing 
board. Find and train suitable candidates, raise 
funding, and start to target constituencies. A party 
must establish itself solidly in its chosen constituencies. 
Just turning up at election times is a sure way to fail. 
Leafleting and paper-sales must be conducted weekly, 
increasing as election time gets near. Nationalists must 
contest school governorship elections, Parish Council 
elections and of course local council elections. 

The road ahead is long and hard, but it is the only route 
to success.

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Will Janner Ever Face 

Justice? 


The disgraceful decision by the Crown Prosecution Service not to prosecute Lord Greville Janner for 
up to 22 sexual offences including rape against young boys may yet be circumvented following the 
launching of new investigations by the Scottish police and the Scottish Crown Office. This now seems 


to be the only hope of Justice for Janner’s victims. 

In England, the Director of Public Prosecutions, Alison 
Saunders, who has admitted there is plenty of 
compelling evidence to bring Janner to trial, but never 
the less ruled that prosecuting him “would not be in the 
public interest”."

Her reasons? It is claimed that he is suffering from 
dementia and would not be able to mount a reasonable 
defence! The British media have done an extraordinary 
job in displaying how weak this dementia claim seems 
to be. In fact, Janner voted regularly in the House of 
Lords until police raided his parliamentary office. A few 
days later Janner was declared to be suffering with 
dementia! Even more astonishing is the fact that 
Janner signed official documents just three days before 
being struck down with the disease. Medical experts 
have confirmed that dementia is a gradual process over 
a long period of time and would not have such a 
dramatic effect as to incapacitate someone in just three 
days! 

Following a formal complaint by Leicestershire police 
and an excellent campaign by some national 
newspapers, the CPS boss, Alison Saunders, announced 
that an unnamed “top legal figure” had been appointed 
to review her decision not to prosecute. No timeframe 
has been given for the review to be published. 

Solicitors representing some of Janner’s victims are 
planning to mount a civil case against Janner, and have 


warned that it will not be a class action , but several 
individual court cases. However cynics are mindful that 
under English law, civil cases can, and have been, 
taken over by the State once they have been launched, 
and then abandoned “in the public interest”. 

Also, it must be noted that his alleged dementia did not 
prevent him signing over assets to family members 
shortly after police searched his London office. 

In fact the victims must now place their hopes for 
justice on a complaint by one victim who claims that in 
the 1970s while in his early teens he accompanied 
Janner on a visit to Scotland a was subjected to serious 
sexual assaults including rape by Janner. In 1991, after 
giving evidence about sexual abuse at a Leicester 
children home by Janner and others, the victim made a 
formal complaint at Edinburgh police station about the 
abuse by Janner on the trip to Scotland. The Scottish 
Crown Office say that the complaint was not passed on 
to them, but, following excellent work in their archives, 
Police Scotland have found details of the original 
complaint and have launched a new investigation. 

So, if the English Justice system denies Janner’s 
alleged victims’ justice, will they get it in Scotland?

May 10 th 1941: 

THE CAPTURE OF RUDOLF HESS. 

An Eyewitness Account 


Just a few weeks ago, on Sunday the 10 th of May, nationalists from all over the world paused to 
remember the brave but futile attempt by Hitler’s Deputy, Rudolf Hess, to negotiate an end to the war 
between Britain and her German brothers. His solo flight in a single-seater Messerschmitt 110 , from 
Germany to Britain, ended when his plane crashed in Scotland. His quest for peace was to end in 
failure. 

But now, thanks to a colleague in the United States, we can produce an eye-witness account of the 
crash and Hess’s subsequent arrest. At last, the True story of the capture of Rudolf Hess! 



Rudolf Hess 


The evening of the 10 th of May 1941 was calm, clear and 
pleasant. To the Home Guard unit on the B764 road 
from Eaglesham to Fenwick and Kilmarnock it had 
been an uneventful and quite enjoyable tour of duty. 
There were six of us in the unit, commanded by Lance- 
Corporal Ken Macintyre. I was paired with a young 
agricultural student, Alistair Gourlay, and as our two- 
hour sentry duty was ending, we stopped and checked a 
car going towards Fenwick. The driver was found to be 
on legitimate business, and as he started his engine to 
drive off we heard a plane coming from the south-west. 
It was twin-engined, but we could not identify the type. 
It was not following a fixed course, but changed 
direction and circled the area before heading east 
towards Lanarkshire. There had been no air-raid 
warning so we assumed it was not hostile. A few 
minutes later in reappeared, this time from the north¬ 
west, it went into a steep climb and then suddenly it 
dived towards the ground, then it levelled out at low 
altitude, but then began to lose height. It cleared a 
nearby wood but then, with our view obstructed, we 
heard the sound of an explosion. Smoke and flames rose 
in the air. The time was 11.07 pm. 


Ken Macintyre used the field telephone to call company 
HQ and was told that the duty officer, Lieutenant 
Cameron, was on his way to us, planning a routine 
inspection of the post. Within five minutes or so, he 
arrived in a staff car being driven by an off-duty officer, 
Lieutenant Gibson, who was wearing civilian clothes. 
The two officers said they had neither seen nor heard 
the plane but they could now see the fire. ’’You two 
come with us” said one of the officers. Myself and 
Gourlay got into the back of the staff car. Despite the 
only road to the fire being down an unclassified track, 
we arrived at the site of the fire in a few minutes. In 
the corner of a grass field we saw the plane, still 
blazing. It bore the insignia of the Luftwaffe.

In a field on the other side of the road was a searchlight 
station manned by members of the Royal Artillery. The 
crew had seen the pilot escape by parachute and some 
of them had gone to search for him. Lieutenant 
Cameron and Gourlay went to join them and 
Lieutenant Gibson went to seek information. I was left 
to crouch by the roadside to fend off any spectators. 
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The Arrest of Rudolf Hess

I just hoped there were no explosives on board! 

The fire brigade arrived and began to extinguish the 
fire. Lieutenant Gibson then returned with news that 
the pilot had been found a Floors Farm, about a quarter 
of a mile away. It was now quite dark, but with a moon 
coming up Lieutenant Gibson and I drove to the farm. 
Several people were standing about including two men 
in khaki trousers and shirts who looked as though they 
had been in bed shortly before. There were also two 
other cars, one driven by a man in police uniform. A tall 
man in flying kit was being assisted into the front 
passenger seat of the policeman’s car by Lieutenant 
Cameron and a Home Guard officer, John Clark. 
Cameron and Gourlay returned to Gibson’s car and we 
moved off preceded by the car carrying the prisoner.

Gourlay told me that when the Home Guard party had 
entered the cottage where the pilot had been taken the 
pilot said, “British soldiers are you friends of the Duke 
of Hamilton? I have an important message for him”. 

We drove to the Home Guard Company HQ in Busby 
and the prisoner was taken in. All that I have 
described took place within the space of one hour. 
Special Constable Williamson telephoned his superior 
and was told to return to the crash site and give any 
assistance with traffic control that might be needed. 
Myself and Gourlay had to wait as Lieutenants Gibson 
and Cameron had gone with Major Helme and the 
prisoner to nearby Giffnock. When they returned minus 
the prisoner, we joined them in the car. A lorry 
containing a party of Cameronians followed behind. 
They had been detailed to guard the crash site. 

When we arrived, the searchlight crew had been joined 
by several locals and soldiers from the Home Guard 
unit at Busby. It later emerged that one of the Home 
Guard had taken the cockpit clock from the wreckage, 
but he had to hand it in when the authorities decided to 
re-build the ME 110 for thorough examination. Before 


that was done, the wreckage had to be partly 
dismantled and taken by lorry to a central dump in 
Lanarkshire. Unfortunately it was added to a heap of 
scrap from other crashed aircraft which resulted in 
reports circulating that some components of Hess’s 
plane were of U.S. origin!

We returned to the Home Guard picket post near 
Eaglesham and waited for our transport to arrive to 
return us to HQ at Busby. 

That was the end of my great adventure! 

Immediately after the event I had no idea who the 
mystery parachutist was, but on Monday May 12 th , 
German radio reported that Hess was missing on an 
unauthorised flight from Augsburg in Bavaria. This 
seemed to confirm rumours that had began to circulate 
that the prisoner was Hitler’s deputy, but official 
confirmation had to wait for the arrival of the Duke of 
Hamilton and Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick from London. They 
interviewed Hess at Buchanan Castle where he had 
been taken for hospital treatment to his broken ankle. 
Many of the stories since published about Hess’s arrival 
and reception are distortions of the truth, based on 
hearsay. My account is first-hand and supported by the 
evidence of others. It is wholly factual, without 
embellishments or heroics. Indeed the real hero of the 
event was Hess, whose flight to enemy territory with no 
chace of return required courage of a high order and an 
optimism that was certainly misplaced. This foolhardy 
mission left him in captivity for 46 years, and only 
ended with his death.

Footnote: 

Rudolf Hess remained in British custody until 1947 
when he was handed over to the allied authorities in 
Germany. He was tried at Nuremburg and sentenced to 
life imprisonment for “crimes against peace”. He was 
then incarcerated in Berlin’s Spandau Prison until his 
alleged suicide on the 17 th of August 1987 aged 93.

French Government Furious as 
Marine Le Pen Meets with 
Speaker of the Russian Parliament 


French government officials are reported to be furious after the leader of the French 
National Front, Marine Le Pen, travelled to Moscow for a meeting with Sergie Naryshkin, 
the Speaker of the Lower House of the Russian Parliament.

The offences 
occurred between 2003 and 2005 when Olmert was 
Israeli trade minister. He is currently appealing an 
earlier sentence of six years in prison for a separate 
case of corruption. 

Denmark 

Nationalists Defeat 
Social-Democrats in 
General Election 

The nationalist, Danish People’s Party, scored a record 
vote in Denmark’s General Election, forcing the Social 
Democrats out of power. The DPP polled 21.1% giving 
them 90 seats in parliament, against 85 for the ruling 
Social Democrats. Prime Minister Helle Thorning- 
Schmidt, was so disappointed at the vote, she 
immediately resigned as Social-Democrat leader.

The DPP campaigned as part of the patriotic “Blue 
Blok” to defeat the socialists. A new government will 
now be formed, almost certainly led by a former Prime 
Minister, Lars Rasmussen of the nationalist, Venstre 
party. While it is certain that the DPP will be invited 
into a coalition government, they may decline and 
prefer to sit on the sidelines as “Kingmakers”. Political 
pundits are already commenting that whilst Lars 
Rasmussen may become Prime Minister, policy would 
be decided by the DPP. Rasmussen’s party could only 
manage to poll 19.5%. 

The DPP had campaigned on tighter immigration 
controls, higher pensions for low earners and an 
increase in the healthcare budget.

Immigration was the main concern to Danish voters, 
with the number of asylum seekers doubling last year 
and the startling news that almost 6% of the entire 
population were born abroad. Migrants, mainly from 
Africa, found it relatively easy to gain asylum in 
Denmark, along with a full range of generous benefits. 
The DPP have promised to slash these benefits and 
maker it much harder to obtain permanent residency in 
Denmark. Now Denmark has swung to becoming more 
Euro-sceptic it will be interesting to see if its 13 MEPs 
join the newly formed Europe of Nations and Freedom 
group, led by Marine Le Pen. 
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EU Referendum 

WHAT’S YOUR 
VIEW? 



With the general election over, the next important 
political event will be the Referendum to stay in or to 
leave the European Union (EU). At present, most 
British nationalist parties, and UKIP, seem to support 
the idea of Britain leaving the EU, claiming by doing so 
Britain would regain control of its borders. They are 
correct, that citizens of EU states would no longer have 
the absolute right to come and live and work in Britain, 
but UKIP have stated that they would not force any EU 
citizens already here to leave. Therefore, the concerns 
that the mass influx into Britain from mainly Eastern 
European countries has put massive strains on our 
schools, health service, housing and jobs market, will 
remain unresolved. Also, leaving the EU would not 
resolve the problem of hundreds of thousands of non- 
EU migrants, from Asia and Africa that have 
successfully entered and stayed in Britain over the past 
few years. 

Technically, Nigel Farage is correct when he warns that 
under current rules, up to 9 million more Europeans 
are entitled to come and live here, and perhaps the 
biggest danger is that Turkey could be the next country 
to be admitted to the union. Not only would up to a 
million Turks coming to Britain further stretch our 
already stretched resources, but a million more 
Muslims arriving in Britain, with demands for more 
Mosques to accommodate their right to worship could, 
further inflame racial and religious tensions already 
prevalent in some of our major cities. 

As we get nearer to the referendum date both sides will 
produce unproven figures to justify their position. 
“Leaving the EU will make us all £933 a year better off’ 
claims the OUT group. “Britain will have 15 million 
unemployed within 12 months of leaving the UK” 
claims the IN group. But where is the PROOF? 

Sir Oswald Mosley advocated the creation of “Europe a 
Nation” as far back as 1948. But in 1961 he warned 
against an “open door” policy for immigration from 
Europe, saying “Our wage-price mechanism will level 
up wages and conditions in similar industries 
throughout Europe, but until then immigration will be 
controlled”. And that is the crux of the problem today. 
The EU should have been expanded much more slowly, 
only inviting countries where wages and conditions 
matched those of other EU members. Remember also, 
when Britain first joined, the EU was then named the 


“Common Market”, a trading blok. In 1975, when 
Britain held a Referendum to stay in or leave, Mosley 
and Union Movement campaigned to stay in.

But at that time there were only 8 members, all with 
comparative wage and conditions. Now there are 28 
members, with vast differences in wages, benefits and 
living costs. Most nationalists on the European 
mainland prefer to argue that nationalists should stay 
and revise the EU from within. The newly established 
EU parliamentary group, Europe of Nations and 
Freedom , headed by the Front National leader, Marine 
Le Pen, and supported by Flemish, Polish, Dutch, 
Italian and Austrian nationalists favour reforming the 
EU from within. A Union of European Peoples, with 
common policies on defence, finance and foreign 
relations, but protecting individual people’s culture and 
identity.

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OBITUARY 

It is with great sadness that we announce the recent death of the President of the League of 
St George, 

ALF BARKER 

Alf was born on the 16 th of January 1932 in East London. His father had his own undertaker's 
business and was a member of Sir Oswald Mosley's, British Union of Fascists. After leaving 
school Alf began training to be a furniture and cabinet maker, but his training was interrupted 
by being called up for national service. Joining the Royal Army Ordinance Core (RAOC). Alf 
saw active service fighting against the Communist insurgents in Malaya. After leaving the 
army Alf continued his training in the furniture making trade. A few years later he opened his 
own business with a combined workshop and showroom in Dalston, East London. 


One day, in the early 1950's, Alf came upon 
a Union Movement street meeting in Ridley 
Road, a regular East London venue. Coming 
from a politically aware family Alf stayed to 
listen to the speakers. The following day Alf 
joined the Movement. He became very 
active in the local branch where he met 
Fred Shepherd, the two became lifelong 
friends. Alf was particularly skilled at 
producing banners and produced leaflets on 
an ancient printing machine. A keen 
activist, Alf even signed up for Union 
Movement's East London drum corps. 



In 1974, Alf joined his friend Fred Shepherd 
in founding the League of St George. Their 
mission was to continue Mosley's "vision 
splendid" of Europe a Nation. 

Alf became the League's treasurer, and in 
1988 following the death of Fred Shepherd, 
Alf became the President of the League. 
About a year ago, Alf was diagnosed with 
lung cancer. He died on the 18 th of April 
aged 83. He leaves behind a wife, Maria, 
and three children. 

Alf's funeral was held at Manor Park 
cemetery and was attended by several old 
members of Union Movement and 
Comrades from the League of St George, 
alongside of his family and many friends. 

He will be sadly missed.
